The name of Professor Lazarus is well known to our readers, but it will be 
opportune to state here the principal facts of his career. Moritz Lazarus, Ph.D., 
was born at Filehne, Posen, in 1824. He is the son of a learned Rabbi, who died 
in 1874, He studied at the gymnasium of Brunswick, and from 1846 to 1850 
it the University of Berlin. From 1860 to 1866 he was Professor of Psychology 
in the University of Berne. Returning to Berlin, he became, in 1868, Teacher 
of Philosophy at the Military Academy. In 1869 and 1871 he was President of 
theJewish Synods at Leipsic and Augsburg. He is now one of the two Presi- 


dent of the Council of the High School for Jewish Knowledge, and of the 
Associations in aid of Jewish Students and of Foreigners: As for general chari- 
ties he is a member of the Council of the Victoria Lyceum (the Ladies’ 
College, established by, and under the ‘patronage of, our own Princess 


Royal, now Crown Princess), President of the Schiller Society, &c.

last week from the Secretary to the fund, it appears to be the intention of the 
promoters to seek for assistance from other countries. |

gration from Roumania during the present year, the value of houses has become 
depreciated ; a large number of warehouses and sheds have remained unoccupied 
and business is entirely at a standstill.” The Roumanian Government would do 
well to note these symptoms before it is too late. The policy of making a soli- 
tude and calling it peace is certain to end in mischief. If the Jews are not to be 


treated like ordinary citizens from a sense of justice, they should be so treated, 


at any rate, from a regard for the well-being of the country. But we have 
begun to despair of Roumanian common-sense. When the Jews have been forced 
out of the country, and the economic evils resulting from the expulsion are in 
full swing, then the authorities will awake to a sense of their folly. 


Encouraging news of the Russo-Jewish refugees comes from Canada. Thanks 
to the efforts of Sir Alexander Galt, thirty families have been settled under 
Government auspices on land near the Canadian Pacific Line some 200 miles 
from Winnipeg. It will be recollected that several refugee-families were 
originally sent to Winnipeg by the Mansion House Committee ; and the new 
colony consists of the most promising of those families. 
grants of land the new colonists are to receive cattle, agr icultural implements, 
and seeds. Thus another experiment in Jewish colonization is about to be tried 
under favourable circumstances. We shall await its results with much interest. 
Should it be successful, the Jewish colonization movement in Canada will assume 
larger dimensions. Considering the condition of Jews in such countries as Rou- 
mania, no one can fail to recognize the importance of experiments like those 
which are being made in Canada and inthe United States. Emigration seems to 
be the only resource left to the Jews in some parts of Europe ; and its useful- 
ness would be greatly enhanced if it had agricultural work or the exercise of 
some equally valuable industry as its object.

columns. We cannot affect to have much sympathy with the masters who 
break the Factory Act. In the case which was heard at the Thames 
Police Court, the defendants, it appeared, had been fully informed of the meaning 
of the Act ; but they had disregarded the warnings addressed to them. We do 
‘not forget that very often the master tailors are poor, and that the temptation 
to work overtime for the purpose of increasing their earnings, or securing a 
continuance of work from the “shops” is avery strong one. But the law must 
‘be obeyed, whatever be the cost. The health of the workpeople is to 
considered. Itis bad enough that they are compelled to toil during legal hours 
amid unsanitary surroundings. That the time of labour should be still further 
prolonged is intolerable. It is proper, however, to point out that Mr. Lakeman’s 
efforts can only reach one of the evils from which the tailors’ operatives are 
suffering. He can \do something towards putting a stop to overwork ; but he 
can necessarily do nothing, in his official capacity, towards improving the sani- 
tary state of the houses in which the work is carried on, or the economic condi- 
tions of the workpeople. These are matters which must be undertaken by other 
hands. Good work is being attempted by the Women’s Protective and Pro- 
vident League, from the Honorary Secretary of which we published a letter 
last week.

To show that he practised what he 
preached, he stated that he had himself commenced to learn Hebrew the previous 
day. We wish that the worthy doctor's enthusiasm for the sacred language might 
become general among those who are its natural custodians. But it would be 
useful to know the secret of his astonishing progress inthe study of that tongue. 
On Saturday—the better the day the better the deed—he began, and on Sunday 
he was able to read the first verse of the Hebrew Bible. Then he proceeded to 
hold up the Book of Sirach to admiration. In his view it is the finest lesson-book 
for the young that has ever been written.

With reference to our recent statement that the Turkish Government, 

at the direct instigation of the Sultan himself, has checked the further 

immigration of Jews into Palestine, we learn that this action affects not only 

Jews coming from foreign countries, but even Turkish subjects residing in other 

parts of the Empire. Jews on arriving at any port in Palestine are now only 

allowed to disembark on proving to the satisfaction of the authorities that they 

are provided with sufficient means for returning ; and in such case they will be 
furnished with a permit entitling them to reside in that country for a period not 
exceeding thirty days. The Governor of Palestine has, in addition, ordered all 
foreign residents in the country to become naturalised within fifteen days after 
the issuing of the notice, on pain of being prohibited from continuing to live in 
Palestine. Various reasons, more or less plausible in their character, have been 
assigned for this attempt to keep the Jews out of the Holy Land ; it is asserted, 
however, that the real ground lies in the objection which the Turks entertain to 
the settlement of the followers of other religions as landowners and farmers, or 
as merchants and manufacturers. This assertion receives confirmation from the 
obstacles which the authorities in the Holy Land place in the way of colonists 
who seek permission to erect dwelling houses and other buildings. The victory 
which the members of the Petach Tikva Colony have gained over the Governor 
of Palestine who had ordered them to demolish their houses, proves, however, 
that there is some limit even to the vexatious treatment which the existing 
settlers receive at the hands of the local administrations. | 


At the present juncture, when Egyptian affairs are engrossing the attention 
of the country, some statistics regarding the educational status of the Jews in 
Alexandria may not be without interest. The total number of Jewish pupils in 
32 schools, is 781 boys and 492 girls (61 and 42 per cent. respectively of the 
entire number of Jewish boys and girls). Of these 1,273 children, only 


479 are to be found in exclusively Jewish schools, the greater portion receiving 


their instruction in secular schools, and, what is not so satisfactory, in the 
establishments of the Protestant and Catholic Missions. It is pleasing to learn 


that the aptitude for studies and regularity of attendance which characterise the 


Jews inthe West are equally present among Jewish children in Alexandria. In 


the Italian College, a secular institution of the highest order, the proportion of | 


Jewish scholars increases in every class, until in the technical class it reaches the 
almost incredible figure of 23 out of 31 pupils. In the Swiss School, another 
eecular establisement, there are 74 Jewish pupils, or 40 per cent. of the entire 
number on the books. After receiving such high class instruction as is imparted 
in the several schools it is not surprising to hear that many Jewish young menat 
present fill posts of the greatest confidence in the first banking and commercial 
houses of Alexandria. The Jews would also be able to take a leading part in the 
industries of the city, if a Jewish Trades’ School were to be established ; another 


desideratum being the reorganisation of the Jewish Girls’ School, since it appears 


that only 14 girls attend that denominational school. 


An incident recorded by Berthold Auerbach ina recently published volume 
of his letters gives confirmation to a statement made by us a long time since that 
the Empress of Germany is no friend to the anti-Semitic agitation, which has 
disgraced her husband’s empire.

THE JEWISH ORPHANAGE IN JERUSALEM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” ; 
Sir,—You would greatly oblige me by correcting an erroneous impression cone 
veyed by your esteemed journal in a recent report of the proceedings at the last 
meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association.

Now, is the meaning of. these 
passages clear beyond a doubt? Do they unequivocally lay down the doctrine that 
the dead will live again in the flesh, or are they capable of a different interpreta- | 


tion? If the former be the case, “J. 8.’ has made good his contention ; but if the ] 


latter be the truth he has failed todo so, For it is not sufficient in order to prove 
that a certain doctrine is taught by the Bible, to quote sundry Scriptural passages, 
however numerous, which may have a particular meaning. It must be shown that 
those passages can have that meaning, and that meaning alone, before the contention 
is established. Has your correspondent done this with his Biblical quotations? I 
unhesitatingly answer, no. | 

In the first place it must be remembered that what “J.S.”’ attempts to prove

CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE. 


As briefly mentioned by us last week, a general meeting of the seatholders | 
of the Central Synagogue will be held on Sunday week, the 15th, when the sub- 
ject of filling up the vacancy in the office of Preacher of the synagogue will be 
submitted for consideration by the members. The following Report has been 
issued to the seatholders : | 

At a general meeting of the members of the Central Synagogue, held on the 
7th October, 1883, a proposition was submitted, that arrangements should be pro- 
posed for sharing with the New West End Synagogue the services of the Rev. Mr. 
Singer as Minister and Preacher. 

‘This proposition was negatived, and it was then resolved : 

That in the opinion of this meeting no arrangement will be acceptable to the majority of this 
congregation which does not embrace the engagement of an efficient Minister specially attached 
to this synagogue. | 

In accordance with this resolution, the Board of Management took the usual 


ment of a Minister, and this assent ha7ing been obtained, advertisements were 
issued inviting applications for the vacant office (agreeably to Bye Law 107). 

Seven gentlemen were ultjmately accepted by the Board as candidates for the” 
office, and each gentleman having been requested to preach twice in the synagogue 
after his admission as candidate, the series of probationary sermons will terminate 
on l4th June, 

Representations having since been made to the Board as tothe desirability of 
postponing the election, the Board invited some of the older members and most 
regular attendants of the Congregation, to confer with them on the subject. At 
this Conference the following three resolutions were proposed for adoption :

[SECOND ARTICLE.]

We indicated last week the true principle to be adopted in determining how — 


ur denominational education can safely be insisted upon by the community. 
The only reliable guide is the quality of the secular instruction. As long 
sthat comes up to the standard of teaching given in the best unsectarian 
ghools of the country, it is a positive duty to maintain exclusively Jewish 
ghools, But when, as happens in the smaller provincial congregations,.the 

g of secular teaching to religious instruction becomes a bondage which 
‘; detrimental to the former, then it is equally a duty to put an end to so 
mfortunate a union. After all, the material prospects of Jewish children 
are worthy of consideration, as well as their spiritual needs. That this truth 
ig recognised in the most practical fashion is proved by the attention which 
‘s devoted in our large communal schools to that part of the instruction 
ghich is intended to fit the pupils for the worldly phase of the struggle for 
lite, No effort or expense is spared to bring the secular work of these insti- 
tutions abreast of that of the best non-Jewish schools. Nay, it is now 
becoming recognised as a communal duty to supplement the ordinary 
scholastic teaching by that technical instruction which cannot fail to be of 
the greatest service when the serious work of the world has to be faced. To 
lower the standard of the secular instruction from a merely sentimental 
regard for consistency is to fall into the very snare which we wish to avoid. 
It is to show ourselves at variance with the ideas to which we are constantly 
giving practical effect, and to reverse in one instance the policy we adopt. in 
another. 

It is not difficult to indicate the means to be adopted for improving the 
conditions under which Jewish Education is carried on in the smaller pro- 
vineial towns. The inefficient schools, of which we gave a description in our 
previous article, and which impart a species of secular instruction only a 
degree or two worse than their religious teaching, ought to be disestablished 
forthwith, For secular teaching recourse should be had to undenominational 


sources, The religious instruction gfhould be provided for by the establish- | 


ment of classes in a central situation, and conducted by competent teachers, 
The money required for carrying on these classes might be forthcoming from 
the Fund mentioned in the Cuier Rapsi’s pastoral letter. But the Fund 
even when aided by local contributions from the provincial congregations, would 
probably require supplementing. This necessary aid might very appropriately 
be furnished by the Anglo-Jewish Association inthe form of a periodical subyen- 
tion for educational purposes. The function thus indicated falls legitimately 
within the scope of the Association’s work. An organisation which concerns 


itself with the well-being of Jews abroad can find no inconsistency in promoting - 


pe Jews at home. ; Education, too, is a cause which the Associa- 
ad ms ha peculiar skill in advancing. The intellectual and religious 
mrs ~ ewish children in semi-civilised countries is a work into which 
fel of ‘Pe itself with the greatest ardour.

Its best 


friends are those who sincerely wish to see it endowed with new life, and 


who plainly say so. The possibilities of extensive and useful action on the 
part of the Association are beyond question, and it would be a pity indeed 
were they not realized. In the reorganization of education in the smaller 


centres of Jewish life the society would have a task admirably adapted to its | 
powers, and one whose successful achievement would elevate it to that high 


place among the communal institutions which it ought to occupy. It is 


impossible to contemplate a more splendid field for the employment of its 


energies. To revive Jewish education throughout the length and breadth 
of the land ; to initiate and direct that enlightened teaching which shall 
bind the hearts of thousands of children fast to their ancestral faith, and lay 


the foundations for them of a worthy manhood and womanhood ; to adopt 


the surest means of causing the name of Jew to be held in general esteem 
when the precept thus lovingly sown shall have been transformed into the 


golden fruit of noble action—surely this is work which might be coveted by. 
It is work which the Association is bound by a respect. 
for its traditions to attempt ; for in attempting it fittest homage will be paid — 


any body of men. 


to the spirit of its pious founder long gone to his rest. | 

So faras the Association is concerned, the task we are suggesting can 
hardly be called new. It would be but an extension of labours which it has 
been carrying on for some time. As soon as the Jews of the East End 
showed a disposition to avail themselves of the educational facilities offered 
by the Board Schools, the Association took steps to make provision in con- 
nection with those schools for instruction in Hebrew and Religion. At the 
present time arrangements for such teaching, under the auspices of the 
Association, exist at three schools at the East End. To make similar pro- 
vision for the religious wants of Jewish children in towns outside the 


metropolis would, therefore, be less an innovation than a development, though 


a large one, of the work of the Association. Obviously, too, it would be no 
new thing regarded from the communal point of view. The principle of 
using the Board Schools im cases where exclusively Jewish schools are not 


available has already been adopted in London with admitted success. The 


arrangement may safely be extended to other places. What is right in the 
metropolis cannot well be wrong in the provinces. Nor is it necessary that 
religious instruction should be severed from secular teaching only to be 
united to it again at the Board Schools. Jt is sometimes expedient to 
separate the two entirely, and to establish totally independent and distinct 
classes for religious instruction. The Classes carried on at Old Ford are an 
illustration. It is probable that the improved provision for Jewish 
education in provincial towns would most conveniently take a form similar 
to those Classes. But whatever its ultimate shape may be, it is evident that 
the provision must be made. It is demanded by the interests of the children 
and of Judaism alike. The former claim from us the best teaching which we 


have it in our power to give them, the latter we are bound to furnish with — 


the elements of its future strength. 


Mr. SAMUEL ALEXANDER.—Last week Mr. 8. Alexander, Fellow of Lincoln 
College, Oxford, proceeded to the degree of M.A., thus putting the final touch 
to a University career of exceptional brilliance. Mr. Alexander had a most pro- 


| mising scholastic career in his native land at the Melbourne High School and 


University, and obtained a scholarship at Oxford immediately on his arrival. In 
the Moderations examination Mr. Alexander obtained the rare distinction of a 
First Class both in Mathematics and Classics, and he crowned this by obtaining 
another First Class in Final Schools in Literis Humanioribus. Mr. Alexander 
became in 1882 Fellow of Lincoln College, thus being the first Jewish Fellow 
of a College at either of the two great Universities. He is at present Honorary 
Secretary of the Oxford Synagogue. | : | | 
| THE COLONISTS IN PALESTINE.—Some months ago;we reported the fact that 
the members of the Petach Tikva Colony, which is situated in the neighbourhood of 
Jaffa, had received peremptory directions from the Governor of Palestine to demolish 
the houses they had erected on their settlement. As this order, if carried out, would 


| be tantamount to the breaking up of the colony, the settlers made strenuous efforts, 


more especially through the heads of the Jewish community in J erusalem, to obtain 
its withdrawal. Their exertions have at length been crowned with success, for we 
are informed by a valued correspondent that early in the month of May the order of 
the Governor of Palestine was formally withdrawn by the Tribunal at Jerusalem. 


SUNDAY SERVICES IN NEW YorK.—At a meeting of the members of the 
Temple Emanuel, the most important Jewish congregation in New York, held a 
couple of weeks ago, an important letter was read from the Rev. Dr. Gottheil (the 
minister), in which he deplored the religious condition of the congregation, the de- 
crease in attendance, and the general lack of interest in its affairs. One of the 
causes assigned for this was the sceptical and materialistic tendencies of the age, but 
he also complained that the ritual had outlived its usefulnsss and is a hindrance to 
devotion. The primary reason for the unsatisfactory state of affairs pci ated out by 
Dr, Gottheil is, however, the fact that the day (Saturday) on which the weekly ser- 
vices are heldin the Temple is one on which the vast majority of the members 
cannotattend. Asa remedy he suggests the holding of services on Sunday morning

ST. PETERSBURG, May 27, 1881. 


Our latest hope, which was centred in the Imperial Manifesto to be issued on 
- the occasion of the Czarewitch attaining his majority, has, like so many others, 
resulted in disappointment, The manifesto does not even mention the Jews. Our 
hope had its foundation not so much in the sad condition of our people, which day 
by day becomes more intolerable, but in positive statements circulating in influential 
circles, We were told that the manifesto would contain certain clauses which, if 
they did not promise a prompt and complete solution of the Jewish question, would 
foreshadow a considerable improvement in our position, Nothing of the kind has 
however, happened ; and instead of our situation being bettered, information has 
recently reached me which clearly shows that matters have grown worse with many 
of our coreligionists. These tidings are not new in their nature, the only novelty 
about them being the objects which they concern. I refer to the persecutions to 
which the new Governors of Kowno and Cherson are subjecting the Jews who reside 
outside the towns, The numter of the sufferers from this persecution in the 
Government of Cherson is not yet known, but as regards Kowno detailed figures are 
now lying before me. In the district of Poniweg alone, 400 Jewish families dwell- 
ing in villages and in the open country have, in consequence of an incorrect inter- 
pretation of Ignatieff’s “‘temporary regulations’’—an interpretation which on 
several occasions has been reversed by the Senate—been ordered to quit their places 
of residence within seven days. The number of victims in the district of Wilkomir 
is still larger, The worst feature of this grave matter is that no time is allowed 
for action, An appeal to the Senate, at all times a costly affair for poor people, is 
of no use in the present instance, since it involves a procedure extending over 
several months. This fact is well known to our anti-Jewish administrators, who 
therefore give their victims no time to look around, It is no wonder, then, that 
the occurrences I have reported have caused deep consternation among the Jewish 

body generally, 

But the recital of our misfortunes does not end here. Reports have also been 
| received of fires which have broken out in four towns chiefly inhabited by Jews, 
vz, Schaulen in Kowno, Michaelischok in Wilna, and Paleschit and Piratin in 
Bessarabia, and which have either wholly or partially destroyed these places. The 


unfortunate inhabitants have fled in all directions for help. Unhappily, those to 


whom they appeal for succour are scarcely better off than they themselves, the fear 
of anti-Jewish outbreaks not having been allayed. In fact, such outbreaks have 
lately occurred in Balta and other towns ; and although, through the timely and 
energetic intervention of the police, they were prevented from assuming any other 
character than that of street disturbances, they still entailed serious losses, Every 
pies is not yet completely impoverished guards his little property with feverish 
that = 83 almost begrudges any extraordinary outlay he has to make from fear 
Hs fy morrow he may be reduced to beggary.

Mr. Behrens, whose early 
bg were spent at Hamburg, came to England in 1836 for the purpose of joini 

In 1840 he left Bradford, 
and opened a house at Manchester, which, in conjunction with the concern at Brad- 
ford, was earried on under the styleof Jacob Behrens. With his three brothers, Mr.

MANCHESTER.—In antivipation of the annual meeting which is to be held on 
Sunday, the 22nd inst., the Board of Guardians for the Relief of the Jewish Poor 
in Manchester has issued its seventeenth report. The report states that there has 
been no undue increase of pauperism since the formation of the Board, and that,. 
considering the natural increase of population and the continuous stream of emi- 
gration from countries where Jews still suffer from persecution, the statistics of 
relief are very satisfactory. The amount of poverty existing among the Jews in’ 
Manchester contrasts favourably with the figures of 1882-3, although still in excess 
of 1881-2, The residents have decreased from 669 to 645, and the casuals from 228° 
to 160. Owing to this decrease, the Board has been enabled to deal rather more 
liberally with the distress. The Passover relief continues about stationary, which 
is considered satisfactory in view of the increase in population. There has also been 
a considerable decrease in the number of deserted cases, due in great measure to the 
continued endeavours of the Guardians to cope with this evil. The Industria] 
Branch is gaining in usefulness, especially in the loan department, which has 
greatly extended the sphere of its operations, The balance-sheet shows a falling 
off in receipts, both from subscriptions and donations. The expenditure amounted 
to £1,285. Among the contributors to the funds are the local Jewish, congregations 
and the Salford and Manchester parochial Boards of Guardians.

In the address of the Honorary Secretary, Mr. E. W. Parkes, 
ial reference was made to Mr. Walter Goodman's portrait of the late Duke 
of Albany. Mr. Goodman’s work is a half-length portrait, painted with sittings 
specially given to him by the late Duke, and is a faithful and characteristic like- 
ness. Mr. Goodman also exhibits two figure subjects, entitled ‘ In Possession 
401) and “Idle Dreams” (202) respectively. Mr. B.S. Marks’s “ Portrait of 
Sir ohn Monckton” (1) represents him in masonic costume, and occupies 4 
prominent place in the Exhibition. It bears a tablet showing that it was 
resented by the “Buckingham and Chandos” Lodge, No. 1150 to V.W.

The 
latter is bright and sparkling, but they are both too trivial for public exhibition. 
Near them “ Horses at a brook’ (83), a French country scene, by Mr. 
Alfred Elias, in which a man ina blue blouse, mounted on a white horse, is in- 


troduced with effect. Mr. Solomon J. Solomon exhibits versatility in his choice 


of subjects. His more important Sqen ‘Moses and the Egyptian,” shows 
Moses burying the Egyptian in. the sand. The artist rightly represents the 
future lawgiver as of pronounced Hebrew type, instead of in the usual conven- 
tional manner. It is extraordinary how modern painters ignore the fact that 
the principal events narrated in Scripture took place in the Kast. The lurid sky 
over the sand dunes is suggestive and appropriate. Considerable skill in drawing 
is manifest inthis picture. No clue, however, is given as tothe means by 
which the deed has been perpetrated. “The Knitting Lesson’ (333), 
by the same artist, serves well as a vehicle for the introduction of two female 


portraits, but as a subject to hit the popular taste it is not likely to be appreciated. 


A lady attired completely in black is a risky thing to paint in a picture, but the 
difficulties are satisfactorily surmounted, and a rose affords relief just where it 
is wanted. Mr. J.E. Jacobs has a bright and clever little picture entitled “A 
Thriving Business ”’ (29), an itinerant repairing a cane chair, whilst two child- 
ren look on. Mr. Alfred Prager’s “An air divine” is hung too high to permit 
of close inspection. This is to be regretted as it seems to possess more merit 
than is apparent in most of the works exhibited.
